Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 

eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 3/10/2009 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 5, 13, & 21-29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the independent 
claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. 

In regard to independent claims 1 & 5, the prior art taken either singly or in combination 
fails to anticipate or fairly suggest an eye detection device including an evaluation unit being 
arranged to determine, in a picture captured by the detector, an area in which an image of an eye 
or images of eyes is/are located and after determining the area (that is less than the whole area of 
the detector), to control the detector to forward to the evaluation unit information about 
successive or following pictures that only corresponds to the determined area of the image 
captured by the detector; recited together in combination with the totality of particular 
features/limitations recited therein.

In regard to independent claim 13, the prior art taken either singly or in combination fails 
to anticipate or fairly suggest an eye detection device including the particular features attributed 
to the evaluation unit as reflected in the structure of the device; recited together in combination 
with the totality of particular features/limitations recited therein.
